Ho further pleads that although ho 
failed to do his duty at one time, ha 
ought to be puidoncd because he had 
done It another. He watt heard In his 
own defense by letter and in person. 
The fact still remains that ho has de- 
servedly lost the confidence of the de- 
partment and the public, and that the 
period of his usefulness as a national 
bank examiner is at an end. 


"In so far us the stutementa now 


made by him differ in the least from 
the facts sot torth in my communica- 
tion of June 10, which traverses the 
whole subject, they arc without foun- 
dation in fuel. Especially is it true that 
no communication reached the comp- 
troller prior to January 80, 1891, which 
in any way alluded to the so-called 
Lucas defalcation. 


"His claim as to his previous high 


standing as an examiner is cheerfully 
admitted, but it serves to aggravate, 
rather than mitigate his confessed do- 
reliction of duty, and renders absurd his 
plea that his otltcial reports ought to 
have been received with distrust until 
corroborated by information from ex- 
traneous sources."

The Warsaw Bulletin, speaking ot Illi 


nois politics, makes the following very 
sensible observations, wbioh it would bi 
well for the Republicans of tho state to 
fairly consider:

campaign, and various names nro men 
tinned in connection with the nomina- 
tion.

The rank and file 
of the party are growing restless under 
the yoke of the ring, and if thoir voice is 
not h'eedod in the next convention, it may 
be hoard at the polls. 
Perhaps only a 


margin of the party will register n rebuke 
on election day, bnt thnt margin amy 
prove fatal; and to ignore it would be 
poor politics. And, finally, whoever is 
the candidate of the Republican party for 
Governor in 1892 must be a man who 
will impress the people with the convic- 
tion that he will be, if elected, governor 
in faot as well as governor in name. The 
executive's office should not be a puppet's 
coop, and the occupant should not bo 
the stool-pigeon of any man. 
These are 


plain words, bnt the exigency of the honr 
demands plain words, und it is just as 
well for ns to understand the situation 
and freely admit it. 
Then we may be 


able to get our bearings for plainer, safer 
and wiser sailing. 
The Republicans of 


Illinois can name tlio next governor of 
Illinois, or it can make it possible for the 
Democrats to do BO.
